N the Ille of C:prus there is 4 
great City, called, Famagoſta, 
w herein dwelt a Rich Cii:&n, 
deſcended of an antient and 
renowned Stock, whole Name 
was The dirus, into whom his 
Progenitors had left ſo much Goods and 
Wealt.', he eſteemed himlelt Mighty and Pu- 
ilant: He was of Age young, of Dil- 
poſition Juſty* and given up to Plcaſure, 
little conſidering the frugality and thutcy= 
nels of his Anceltors, whereby they Cate 


fully augmenc their Goods and Poſſeſſi- 


ons, which he, without Care enjoyed ;

to Honour paſtime and worldly Pleaſure, 


he perſumed to bear the Countenance of 
an high and coſily Eſtate, by frequenting 
of Princes Courts, Juſtings, and ſuch like 
martial Exerciſe, by which means he ſoon 
waſted much of his Goods, and "Treaſure, 
his Freinds being greatly diſpleaſed with 
his prodegality, determined ro marry him, 
ſuppoſing thereby to altter his mind.

was, at her coming, entertained with a 
coſtly and {umprto: s Barquer, as the man- 
ner of the rich ihew at ſuch times their 
wealth and magniticence: After the Feaſt 
was ended, ard all things accordingly 
finiſhed, every gueſt raking their leave, te- 
turned hcme, 7heoderrs taking his Spouk 
unto him, lived fer a ſcaſon friendly and 
Vercuoully with ler wie. cwith both fhe 
ach

and her Friends took great Pleaſure think- 
ing they had atchieved a very good Deed, 
in tamigg the wild Theodxus by marrying 
him; but yet they conſider'd not the pro- 
perty of Nature, which bendeth only to 
that which ſhe is inclined unto. So in 
proceſs ot time, Gratiana became great 
with Child, and was delivered before the 
Ye.r was fully compleat from fhe Day of 
the Wedding, which made the Friends of 
both Parties exceeding glad. Therr was the 
Child chriſtened by the Name of Firtunatus 
and altho' Theodorus rejoyced, yet ceaſed he 
not to f9.low his Diverſions in Juiting, Keep- 
ing a Train ot Men and Holes, and 
daily uſing Princes Courts, not without ex- 
ceſſive Charges; inſomuch that he began 
to Sell and Mortgage, now one piece of 
Land, and then enother, leaving both 
Wife and Child unregarued, Fhen in Se- 
ling and Gaming he continued ſo long, that 
he was in ſuch extream Poverty that he 
eould neither keep Man Szrvant or Maid, 
ſo that good Grat iaua was forced to dtels her 
own Meat, and waſh her own Cloaths.

But Theodorus liked 
not that Andolocia was left alive; tor (faid hz) 1 
tear it reported in the Court, that he is a Doctor 
in Ne gromarcy, and can fly in the Air ; therefore 
tis to e teared that he will by ſome means eſcape 
whereby We may both come into Danger of Death. 
But he Earl aid, he lieth fo faſt ard ſure in Pri- 
ſn, that I warrant you he cannot came Forth.
